Govrrnor*plcct Frank Morrison seems to 
be off to a good start in his administration 
of the affairs of the state. Voters will prob­ 
ably find Morrison to be a very attentive 
and hard-working chief executive l»eratise 
he has a strong sense of dedication and an 
honi ■{ concern for the welfare of the gi'n- 
eral public. He will not be found lacking in 
his desire to do what is best for the state 
and this is shown in the enthusiasm he has 
ftemonrtrated already. 
He has picked a good are. in which to 
make his initial plunge into public life in­ 
dustrial expansion of 
the stale. He will do 
this by making good 
on a campaign pledge 
to make a personal 
trip Fa [ in .-¡earch of industrial potential 
for the .'state. A 
Morrison ha.-^ -aid» thi.; is 
not going 
be any ea-y job. One amply 
doesn’t v > calling on industrial leaders and 
imvitc them into an area as though they 
were coming for a round of golf or an eve­ 
ning of bridge. Such personal calls are 
merely one of many steps which mu.st be 
taken in the process of landing a prospect 
for the state. The call establishes a better 
working relationship and set.-, up an identity 
of the state in the mind of the prospect. 
From that point on, the sutcess or failure 
of the mission depends iipe” many things. 
There are still such hard facts to deal with 
as the location of the state for marketing 
purposes, the labor market and climate, 
general business coiuiltions of the area, the 
state’s tax striietiirc and a host of other de­ 
tails. 
.All of these things fit together into the 
pattern that it is hoped will bring the state 
industrial growth. 'Fhe governor's present 
activity is an important part of that pattern. 
His personal effort and the overwhelming 
vote in favor of industrial expansion at the 
last election should make a very favorable 
impression upon potential industries for the 
state. 
★ 
As our new governor gets more into other 
aspects of the state’s business, it is hoped 
that he continues to display the same .sense 
of urgency and imagination. Particularly is 
this true as he surveys the financial affairs 
of the state. .Already, the governor-elect is 
attending budget hearings for the 1961 ses­ 
sion of the Legislature. .As he sees the re­ 
quests of the various state departments and 
institutions, he will become even more 
keenly aware of the tremendous need for 
additional state revenues. 
In his campaigning, .Morrison made no 


pledges about broadening the state tax base. 
He chose to rely, instead, upon Improvement 
of the existing property tax to make It pro­ 
duce 118 fairly and heavily as possfhle. He Is 
wished well In any drive to make the taiywe 
have a better one but the past has been very 
unkind to public officials who have tried to 
make the propertv tax fill the bill. The fact 
is that our single tax base simplv does not 
have the essential Ingredients. It * like try­ 
ing to run the famllv ear on water—It just 
can't be done. 
★ 
Accompanying the budget a$ a reminder 
of our needs will be action by the coming 
session of the I legislature to redistrict the 
state for the election of members to the 
House of Représentâtives in Washington. 
Nebraska’s loss of one member of the 
Hou.;e has now been made official by Com­ 
merce ferret a ry Frederick H. Mueller. 
There Is no need for Nebraska to panic 
at the los.s of this one congressman as the 
state is not alone in this hut it would he folly 
to ignore the significance of the change. 
Gaining a seat in the House In addition to 
those chalked up by California and Florida 
will be Arizona, Maryland, .Michigan, New 
.lerse>, Hawaii, Ohio and Texas. This means 
more than just a loss of political influence 
for the slate. 
It is a ample reflection of the fact that 
the state has not grown in proportion with 
many other parts of the 
nation. Without growth 
there cannot be an ex­ 
pansion of job oppor- 
tiiniticN and a rising 
standard of living for the people of the state. 
It is the new blood in any economy which 
makes the .system more beneficial for tho.se 
who labor under it This is a fact which 
Morrison understands, of course, and it is 
hoped that as the affairs of the state unfold 
before him. he will give careful considera­ 
tion to the changes we need to make to 
again move forward in Nebraska. If he ends 
up convinced that the property tax can 
carry the load and do the job that need.s 
doing, then his administration will^ri.se or 
fall on proof of that expectation. 
It is our opinion that such a conviction 
will result in a fall and that Morri.son will 
also come to this conclusion. But it is im­ 
portant that the new governor look at the 
many problems he will fac#' in the coming 
months with an appreriation if the overall 
status of our progress and not become 
mired down in a multitude of small details, 
prolonged studies and general administra­ 
tive complications.

Time To End It

They are the children who follow the agri- 
• cultural field work, the pea pickers, the 
beet weeders and the small crop harvesters. 
They work for a child’s pay or simply fol­ 
low their own devices while their parents 
are at work. They live in trailers or shacks 
and most of them are virtually illiterate. 
.And so it will be all their lives if there 
is no public intervention. 
The old materialistic view of the eleva­ 
tion of these children is expressed by the 
oft used phrase, “ educate a migrant child 
and you spoil a good bean picker.” But an 
amoral answer to that is that technological 
resourcefulness by which ingenious 
ma­ 
chines more and more are replacing hand 
field labor in itself is spoiling the bean 


pickers by elimination. 
The humane view is that such negative 
exploitation of children has no place in an 
elevated, sophisticated s o c ie ty , and the 
continuation of it is only accumulating a 
serious dead weight problem for children 
become grown ups and grov^n ups without 
adequate skills and mind training have 
no place in society. It is a poor trade to 
exchange a few years of bean picking for a 
long remaining lifetime of social and eco­ 
nomic inadequacy. 
If there is any lesson to be learned in 
this new age it is that social and economic 
adjustment rests upon one thing—the re­ 
pudiation of the principle of servitude. It 
is this distinction that is bringing down 
colonialism and which is speaking against 
master and servant relations between na­ 
tions. It is no less applicable to human rela­ 
tions. 


Double- Barreled Action 


A significant shift in U.S. foreign policy 
and affairs may be in the making with the 
forthcoming visit of Treasury .Secretary 
Robert B. Anderson to West German lead­ 
ers in Bonn. Anderson is going ^o Germany 
for the specific reason of talking to the West 
Germans about the need for their assump­ 
tion of a greater share of the burden of de­ 
veloping the overall free world economy in 
Europe, .Asia, -Africa and the Middle East. 
As the economic facts of life have de­ 
veloped, West Germany has become a 
strong and growing financial force. Other 
European nations have been experiencing 
substantial gains, too, while the U.S. econ­ 
omy has been strained with the burden of 
a great majority of the aid to under-de­ 
veloped countrieL Two things can be done 
by the emerging economies of Europe— 
they can assume a greater part of the mili­ 
tary protection of their area and they can 
make a more healthy contribution to for­ 
eign aid. 
The economic side of this picture is an 


important one for the United States as our 
dwindling gold supplies demonstrate. Also, 
it is becoming more and more clear that 
the U.S. simply does not have money to 
pay the bills of half the world. Yet, the bills 
have to be paid in many areas by someone 
else or those areas will fall to the influ­ 
ence of communism. The only alternative 
is greater participation by European na­ 
tions that no longer need our help and can 
afford to help out a little themselves now. 
Aside from economics, the development 
has important political connotations. One of 
the thorns in the side of Russia has been the 
great military force maintained around the 
world by the U.S. We do not now propose 
to weaken the military position of the West­ 
ern powers but that position can be held 
in different hands. It is possible that if the 
Russians are sincere in their expressions 
of alarm over our foreign military estab­ 
lishments, they can find consolation and 
cause for more co-operation with the West 
in this shifting of defense burdens.

He had left two 
telegrams with Press Secre­ 
tary Jim 
Hagerty 
— one 
warmly congratulating Dick 
Nixon, the other tersely con­ 
gratulating Jack Kennedy - 
for dispatch to the victor 
Next 
morning, 
Hagertv 
still held both wires. He ex­ 
plained to the President that 
Nixon apparently had lost, 
but hadn’t yet conceded 
For one whose own pres­ 
tige and popularity had been 
laid on the line, Ike accepted 
the verdict calmly. His face, 
which always 
mirrors his 
mood, registered gloom. But 
all 
he 
said 
was: 
“ .Awful 
rough to lose.” 
He repeated the remark 
to other White House aides 
who stopped by to commis­ 
erate. He reminisced brief­ 
ly about his part in the cam­ 
paign, took some solace in 
the memory of the frenzied 
crowds that cheered him in 
Pittsburgh. 
Later he strode into the 
cabinet room for a special, 
historic cabinet meeting to 
discuss the transfer of pow­ 
er to his successor. Without 
a word, he settled into the 
President’s chair.

1964. .At this juncture the GOP has three 
front running presidential prospects. 
There is no doubt but that the defeat of 
Vice President Nixon re-opened the field for 
Governor Nelson Rockefeller. Some even 
speculate that his liberalism and urban in­ 
dustrial orientation, plus his popular vis­ 
age, would have captured a sufficient num­ 
ber of northern key states, which Nixon 
could not get, to have defeated Kennedy. 
This could well be the theme upon which 
Rocekfeller w ill endeavor to emerge in 1964, 
provided he is successful for his second 
term as governor of New York. 
There is also no doubt that Sen. Barry 
Goldwater, of Arizona, stony reactionary* 
and Rockefeller’s opposite number, will 
press his own availability with full energy, 
lie has already discounted Rockefeller as a 
major party figure with the comment that 
he could not carry his own ‘state for the 
GOP. .And he has also challenged Nixon’s 
position as the continuing leader of the par­ 
ty on the basis of his failure at the polls. 
Mr. Nixon, of course, stands strongly en­ 
trenched. He has the organization and a pop­ 
ular vote so close to that of Kennedy that 
no one can write him off as a failure or a 
political weakling. iMr. Nixon also has the 
advantage in the years to come to emerge 
from the shadow of an administration m 
which he was second man into a political 
figure in his own right. As belw'een Gold-, 
water and Rockefeller Nixon also stands as 
a middle of the reader and that is a favored 
position. 


W.ASHINGTON — Mr. Rob­ 
ert Francis Kennedy of Hy- 
annis, Mass., and McLean, 
Va., has left Washington for 
a long vacation during which 
he will search for the an­ 
swers to the perplexing ques­ 
tion of his own future. 
For at least four vears his 
brother Jack is provided for, 
but his campaign manager, 
Bobby Kennedy, is out of a 
job. in the normal process of 
politics, this would be no dif­ 
ficulty for the manager of a 
successful nominee to high 
office: it is the family rela­ 
tionship 
in 
an 
especially 
close-knit family that makes 
the problem. 
It is compounded by the 
fact that Bobby, too, has 
made his career in govern­ 
ment and an honorable and 
important one. He enjoyed 
it and would frankly like to 
return to it, but he is equal­ 
ly candid about admitting 
that there are possible diffi­ 
culties in any new role he 
might undertake in the fed­ 
eral government right now. 
He will not accept appoint­ 
ment to the Senate seat from 
.Massachusetts 
which 
h i s 
brother is soon to vacate. He 
points out that he has not 
really lived in the state for 
the last eight years, so it 
would not be “ appropriate” 
for him to seek that favor 
from retiring Gov. Foster 
Furcolo. 
Later he may want to run 
for an elective office in Mas­ 
sachusetts, conceivably seiz­ 
ing one of the two major op­ 
portunities which will arise 
in 1962. The governor’s job 
will then be vacant and so 
will the Senate seat to which 
the p r e s i d e n t-eiect was 
named by the voters in 1948 
and 1954, 


Deferred Decisions Face Kennedy 


WASHINGTON - There 
are those in high places in 
this, governtnent who would 
like to push Sen. John F. 
Kennedy, as the president­ 
elect, into taking responsibil­ 
ity for important decisions 
long defcr^'ed. 
With propriety the Eisen­ 
hower administration 
h a s 
hesitated about committing 
a successor to far-reaching 
steps, .such as agreeing to 
the creation of a 
nuclear 
striking force for the North 
.Atlantic Alliance. This would 
put nuclear weapons in the 
control of that force presum­ 
ably without the requirement 
of pre.sidential authority for 
their u.se. 
The President would dele­ 
gate that 
authority 
to 
an 
agent, who would almost cer­ 
tainly he the commander cf 
N.ATO forces 
The present 
commander is Gen 
Lauris 
Norstad, an American. Nor- 
stad succeeded three previ­ 
ous .American commanders, 
although ther'* is no require­ 
ment 
that 
the 
head 
of 
NATO’s forces must be a 
citizen of the United States 
It would be hard to exag­ 
gerate the consequences of 
such a decision. For the Rrst 
time the anthority of the 
president, written I n t o the 
basic law on atomic develop­ 
ment, would he breached. 
The pressiiips would grow 
to weaken that authority still 
further and 
put 
nuclear 
weapons in the hands of indi­ 
vidual allies. 
The result would be to con­ 
tribute even for the short 
term, to the spread of such 
weapons to fifth, sixth and 
seventh jjowers —■ the dread 
specter 
of 
the 
ultimate 
weapon in the hands of a 
Nasser or a Castro If NATO 
were to be given an inde­ 
pendent 
nuclear 
striking 
power, Moscow would very 
probably feel compelled to 
provide the Warsaw Pact 
powers with a similar setup. 
Premier Khrushchev has in 
this respect his own prob­ 


lems within the communist 
bloc which cannot be ig­ 
nored. 
^ 
The new president may de­ 
cide that such an indei>cnd- 
ent fo'ce within NATO is es­ 
sential to the .security of the 
West. But he cannot reach 
a decision until he has very 
carefully reviewed the wh dc 
situation with his secretaries 
of state 
defen.se, treasury 
(this would be a costly un­ 
dertaking with most of the 
burden on the United States), 
his attorney general and oth­ 
ers. He should not be ex­ 
pected to give a blank check 
in advance to be used at the 
mid-December 
meeting 
of 
NATO 
foreign 
mini,s<ers 
where the question a »’ . ! 
ari.sD 
and 
where 
some officials 
seem to hope it can be re- 
.solved. 


The second vital decision 
is on the resumption of the 
testing of nuclear weapons. 
T h e 
propaganda 
micro­ 
phones are being turned up 
full blast to try to convince 
the 
public—and 
also 
the 
president-elect that no lime 
is to be lost if we are not 
to bt* outstripped by the So­ 
viets. 
This 
comes 
chiefly 
from 
present 
and 
former 
members of the Ati/mic En­ 
ergy Commission. 
Here Senator Kennedy is 
on the record in his cam­ 
paign as recommending one 
more serious effort to try to 
agree on a nuclear test ban 
with the Soviets and Great 
Britain. A decision to start 
testing again would bring an 
end to (he long-drawn-out ne­ 
gotiation at Geneva that has 
seen at least some progress 
toward a start of mutual in­ 
spection and control. 
Important differences are 
still outstanding. But if these 
can be compromised and an 
agreement reached with the 
start of an inspect^on-con- 
trol system, then this first 
token step may open the 
way to meaningful negotia­ 


tion m disarmament. This 
is the fervent hope of those 
who believe that an all-out 
nuclear arms race can lead 
only to total di.saster. 


While the 
Geneva talks 
have been stalled, pending 
the outcome of the .Ameri­ 
can election, the Pentagon- 
Atomic Energy lobby has 
been putting out .scare propa­ 
ganda. The purport of thi.s *s 
that this country must test in 
order to get on with devel­ 
opment 
of 
a 
neutron 
or 
“ death ray” bomb. .Several 
members of the A EC have 
hinted, without any basis in 
proof, that the Russians are 
cheating on the prolonge<I 
test moratorium. 
Leading scientists w e r e 
quick to speak up with a ref­ 
utation of the “ death ray” 
bomb story. Dr. Jerome B. 
Wlfsner of the Massachu­ 
setts Institute of Technol­ 
ogy, who is regarded 
as 
Kennedy’s 
principal 
scien­ 
tific advisor and who may 
perform this office for him 
In the While House, said the 
leak of seare stories was 
“ Irresponsible” and a seri­ 
ous handicap in conducting 
the difficult and compUeal- 
ed test-han talks. Dr. Isldor 
I. Rabbi, Nobel prize winner 
in physics, said the public 
was being 
misled on the 
test question because of se­ 
crecy which, in turn, pre­ 
vented him from speaking 
frankly. Both men are mem­ 
bers of President Eisenhow­ 
er’s Science .Advisory ('om- 
mittee. 
It will take all the wisdom, 
the courage and the hone.sty 
the new president can mus­ 
ter to take the decisions 
which are crucial not just 
for one country or for the 
West but for humanity it­ 
self. For nearly 12 month.s 
he has been in the thick of 
a political campaign and he 
must now have time for sol­ 
emn reflection. He should 
not during this time have 
his elbow constantly jogged.

What Happened? 


One of the real stunners of the I960 football season 
has been the flop of the Oklahoma Sooncrs. 
And the term “ flop” Is used regardless of what Oil 
does in its final two games—Nebraska, another team that 
certainly didn’t H\e up to expectations, and Oklahoma 
State. 
Oklahoma can’t have a winning season since the best 
mark now possible is 4-3-1. 
Heading into the game with the Cornhuskers at Nor­ 
man Saturday the Sooners have a 1-3-1 Big 8 record and 
a 2-5-1 season record. 
This is a far cry from the Norman Conquerors of old, 
who have never before known a losing season under Bud 
Wilkinson, 
The Oklahoma situation is different than the one at 
Nebraska, even though both clubs collapsed last fall. 
Nebraska hasn’t been a power for two years. The Corn- 
huskers haie been struggling for two decades to gain 
respectability and the IfHMI season can be chalked up to just 
an extension of mediocrity, disappointing as that may be. 
But the Sooners were mighty, unparalleled rulers of 
the Big 8 for what seemed like a generation. They always 
had superior players and their coaching was considered 
supreme. So what happened? Why did Oklahoma suddenly 
skid? Why did the liege lords abdicate and join the Big 8 
peasants? 
Two Theories 


.Many theories can be advanced, but the two most per­ 
tinent, it seems to me, are: (1) Oklahoma created a “ mon­ 
ster” that finally grew up to engulf it; (21 the Sooners 
have not been getting, nor do they have, the vastly* su­ 
perior type of personnel they once enjoyed. 
On the first point, it is an established fact that Big 8 
schools were forced into competition by Oklahoma. In or­ 
der to survive, they went out to out-Oklahoma the Sooners. 
Huge sums of money were collected, recruiting was 
intensified, coaches were shuffled in and out—all aimed 
at catching up w ith Oklahoma. 
Evidence Aplenty 


The rise to prominence of such schools as Missouri, 
Kan.sas. Iowa State and Colorado supply solid evidence. 
And certainly Nebraska, while it hasn’t achieved like suc­ 
cess, has been in the race, along with Kansas State and 
Oklahoma State. 
With so-^uch cffoH being exerted, it was only a mat­ 
ter of lime before the gap would be closed. 
There also can be no argument that the 1960 .Sooners 
do not have as many outstanding players as their predeces­ 
sors, good but not great. Thus, while some other schools 
have their improved personnel, Oklahoma has slipped m 
this department, creating the present situation. 
This brings up the question: Why hasn’t OU maintained 
its high level of recruiting? The comedian might crack, 
“ because Bill Jennings isn’t there anymore.” but that’s 
not the real reason. 
NCAA Hurts? 


In .Soonerland, many people believe the OU down­ 
fall has been caused by NC.\A probation. Wilkinson, re­ 
gardless of how he feels about this point, explains it this 
way 
“ Actually, the only reason we don’t have a better rec­ 
ord is that we did a poor job of recruiting three years ago.” 
Has the NC.\.\ hurt OU recruiting? That won’t be 
known for at least one year. The current Sooner freshman 
team is numerically the same as those in past years. 
There are 44 boys on scholarship, including 31 from 
Oklahoma. 9 from Texas, 2 from Colorado and one each 
from Kansas and Illinois. 
Dr. (ieorge I.. Cross, president of OU, and Dean Earl 
Sneed Jr.. OU faculty representative, both believe the 
.NC.V.V probations could be detrimental. 
In a recent Associated Press interview. Dr. Cross said: 
“ . . . 1 assume if it is continued indefinitely it would hurt 
Oklahoma’s athletic program . . . It has hurt a little finan­ 
cially by losing television money but the athletic program 
IS about the only solvent one we have.” 
Dean Sneed was quoted as saying; 
. . the consensus 
is that this probation is not good for us and is hurtful more 
so as time goes on . . . 1 don’t think it has hurt much at 
the present but it could appreciably in the future. I can't 
help but think that youngsters would be cognizant of the 
fact they wouldn’t get to go to a bowl game or appear 
on television by playing at Oklahoma.” 
Well, the debate no doubt will continue. But one thing 
is positive—Saturday’s game at Norman will match a team 
which has risen to the heights and has descended against 
a team that hasn’t had much success and is still struggling.
